COMING TO EL REPOSO 

Arrangements have just been an¬ 
nounced by Mrs. Haviland H. Lund 
whereby Dr. George F. Washburne of 
Elgin, Ill., has been added to the staff 
of El Reposo Sanatorium. Dr. Wash¬ 
burne is the president and director of 
Rest Haven Sanatorium at Elgin, an 
institution of recognized standing, and 
is eminent in the medical profession. 
He was for years a member of the fac¬ 
ulty of the Hahnemann Medical Col¬ 
lege of Chicago. He was for a time 
professor of histology and later occu¬ 
pied the chair of pathology. He is the 
author of “Washburne’s Manual of 
Pathology,” a textbook which is still 
widely used. He is a member of the 
leading medical associations of Illinois 
and of the United States. 

For years Dr. Washburne’s specialty 
has been the treatment of nervous 
disorders. Not merely medical means 
but deep psychological study has been 
used in building up his work at Rest 
Haven. Associated with him in the 
management he has had as patronesses 
Jane Addams of Hull House, Chicago, 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, prominent in 
national woman’s club work, and Mrs. 
Tuthill, the wife of Judge Tuthill of 
juvenile court fame. 

At El Reposo Dr. Washburne will 
pay particular attention to the treat¬ 
ment of nervous disorders and the 
mental features of tubercular cases. 
Some other physician will be associated 
with him who will devote all his at¬ 
tention to the tubercular work. When 
El Reposo removes to its new location 
in San Fernando Valley, which will be 
some time within a year. Dr. Wash¬ 
burne will have an opportunity to de¬ 
velop his work along the lines of Rest 
Haven. A portion of the sanatorium 
bungalow village will be set apart for 
use in his special work and will be 
made attractive for patients suffering 


from nervous disorders but not infect¬ 
ed with tuberculosis. Assisting him in 
the work will be Dr. Washburne’s wife, 
who is editor of the Mother’s Magazine 
and has been active for a long time in 
educational work and philosophical re¬ 
search.

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More About the Electric Surprise 


From the last issue of the Los Angeles Graphic:— 

Electric circles have been on the qui vive for the past few days in 
consequence of a semi-official announcement that the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company is about to disclose a surprise which will be a 
great stride towards making the current available for another branch 
of household work. A general officer of the Southern California 
Edison Company, who some years ago took up the gigantic task of 
introducing the electric flatiron, with the result that about eighty 
thousand irons are now in general use throughout Southern California 
was asked to tell the Graphic the details of his new project. While 
he considers it would not be good business policy to make a premature 
announcement regarding a campaign which will not be launched until 
about the first of May, he consented to outline in the rough some of 
the features of the undertaking. 

“The fact that the electric flatiron has become a necessity in every 
household," he said,- “has been to me the most positive proof that 
other appliances can be made equally popular, if the selling price can 
be arranged so that they will be in the reach of all. For a year or 
more I have been making a careful study of appliances with the object 
of securing one which would become as universal a sthe flatiron. I 
am selecting an appliance which I know will find an appreciative pur¬ 
chaser in practically every household in Southern California. It will 
be used at least once every day, usually twice a day and in many 
homes several times a day. 

"A few appliances now on the market do the work of the one 
which I refer to, but prices have been so high as to preclude them from 
the homes of those who cannot aflford luxuries. 

“By arranging to take the output of a large factory we will be 
able to sell the appliance that we are about to launch at practically 
one-third of the price now asked for the cheapest article of its kind 
on the market.
